-subsequent to first introducing the gelant, second introducing a temporarily stable foam 
in the wellbore in order to overdisplace the gelant from the wellbore and into the formation; and- 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record and newly cited references fail to disclose, teach, and/or suggest 
the invention as instantly claimed. 

Hutchins et al. (US 5,203,834 - previously cited) teaches the injection of a temporary 
foamable gel-forming composition into a less permeable zone in the formation, subsequent to 
which a zone of greater permeability is treated with a more permanent selected plug that 
penetrates deeper into the zone. The temporary plug is then removed to restore flow to the less 
permeable zones while the deeper plug is maintained in the more permeable zone. The 
reference, therefore, fails to disclose, teach, and/or suggest wherein a gelant is first introduced 
into the wellbore, subsequent to which a temporary foam is used to overdisplace the gelant from 
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the wellbore into the formation, following which a set-up period is provided to permit the gelant 
to form a gel block in the formation and to permit the temporarily stable foam to break down to 
permit the passage of gas through the foam into the wellbore.
